On Major Changes to Bus Routes 


GREENBELT LINE 



The new T15 bus route will be similar to the existing T16. 
The big changes will be: it will not g# up to Beltway* Plaza, 
it will go to the metro station, and it will not go into 
Capital Office Park. 



While the R12 bus route stays the same in Springhill Lake, 
it adds service to Greenbelt East, and the Greenbelt, College 
Park, and Prince Georges Plaza metro stations. The south¬ 
ern half of the existing route will be eliminated. The R-12 
will not go into Beltway Plaza.

The bus routes serving the 
Greenbelt area will be 
changed when metro comes 
to town in December. In 
some cases the changes will 
be extensive: three of the 
five routes serving Green¬ 
belt will be eliminated, part 
of Greenbelt will lose bus 
service, late evening bus ser¬ 
vice will be lost to the core 
of Greenbelt, and buses will 
no longer go into Beltway 
Plaza or Prince Georges Pla¬ 
za. Perhaps the greatest 
change of all is that Metro- 
rail will be only a few min¬ 
utes bus ride away. 

Much of the bus service will 
remain the same—both as to 
times and actual routes. But 
this means that there still will 
be no bus service on Sundays, 
during late evening hours on 
other week days, and no increase 
iu. frequency of buses. Most of 
the daytime buses will still run 
once an hour in Greenbelt 

In this review of the proposed 
Metro bus changes how each 
part of the city is affected and 
how traveling by bus to points 
outside of Greenbelt will change 
will be discussed in depth- These 
plans will be reviewed and may 
be revised before they take ef¬ 
fect in December. 

Several opportunities exist in 
the near future for citizens to 
give their opinion of the pro¬ 
posed bus route changes. This 
issue will be discussed at the 
Greenbelt city council meeting

At the city council work 
session on May 28 concern¬ 
ing renovation plans to turn 
Center School into a Com¬ 
munity Center, council mem¬ 
bers followed along as Dep¬ 
uty City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin took them 
through a series of deduct 
alternatives to keep initial 
renovation plans within the 
city's budget. Among these 
were three “big ticket" 
items: elimination of the 
proposed black box theater, 
at a saving of $470,000; 
phasing in of replacement 
windows, thus postponing 
the expenditure of $310,000; 
and substituting roof repair 
insteade of replacement of 
the whole roof, a savings of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

If these deductions were ap¬ 
proved, the revised project cost

Central Greenbelt 

Two of the three bus routes 
serving the central part of 
Greenbelt will be discontinued, 
but the third will be kept most¬ 
ly as is. The Rll rush hour com¬ 
muter route to New Carrollton 
will be eliminated. And the F6 
route that currently runs from 
Roosevelt Center west to Silver 
Spring will be so radically re¬ 
configured as to lose almost all 
of its existing route, including 
current service to Greenbelt and 
Belaway Plaza. 

The loss of the F6 means peo¬ 
ple west of Soufchway, including 
University Square, Charles- 
towne, and parts of GHI will 
have no bus service. 

The results of these bus chan¬ 
ges are that everyone in this 
part of the city will rely on the 
one remaining route—the T15— 
to go anywhere. The T15 is a 
renaming of the T16 route. It 
appears there will be no increase 
in frequency of bus service—so 
there still will be no bus service 
on Sunday, buses will run once 
an hour on Saturday and during 


would be $4,920,000, McLaugh¬ 
lin showed. Since available funds 
are $4,300,000, the funding gap 
would be changed from the pre¬ 
viously estimated $1,5 million- 
if everything desired were 
placed in the package, to $620,- 
000. If other smaller items were 


non-rush hours on weekdays and 
buses will run every 30 minutes 
during rush hour. 

Loss of the F6 route means 
loss of late evening hour bus 
service for all residents of this 
section of the city For example 
currently the last F6 bus leaves 
Beltway Plaza heading for 
Greenbelt at 9:58 p.m. and the 
last T16 headed in the same 
way is 8:05 p.m. 

When the Greenbelt Metro 
station opens, the end of the 
line for the T15 will be the 
Metro station, not Beltway Pla¬ 
za, as it is currently. In fact, 
it is proposed that the T15 not 
go in Beltway Plaza at all. Shop¬ 
pers will have to get out of the 
bus on Greenbelt Road and walk 
across the parking lot and will 
have to cross the parking lot 
and Greenbelt Road to catch the 
bus home. 

Other changes to the T15 route 
include that it will not serve 
Capital Office Park or the new 
courthouse. But it will now serve 
Goddard Corporate Park during 
rush hours- 

Springhill Lake 

When Metro comes to the city, 
Springhill Lake residents will 
have only a short bus rke to 
the station. The current R12 bus 
route will be modified so that 
it begins at the Metro stati >n 
instead of Beltway Plaza. The 
portion of the route going 
through Springhill Lake will be 
the same as it is now. The R12 
will not go through Beltway 
Plaza at all and its closest point 
to Beltway Plaza will be Breeze- 
wood Drive. 

The R12 route will be greatly

also deducted — an amount to¬ 
talling $180,000 — the differ¬ 
ential between funds now avail¬ 
able and the amount needed to 
begin construction work would be 
further reduced to $440,000- 
Such smaller items included new 
gym windows; renovation of his¬ 


toric classroom millwork; in¬ 
stallation of a wooden dance 
floor, mirror and rail; carpeting; 
and an allowance for equipment 
and specialties. 

Roof Repair 

If replacing the old roof were 
to be postponed, except for one 
small section in great disrepair, 
and roof repair substituted, an 
expenditure of about $31,000 
would be incurred up front. With 
such repairs- the existing roof 
would then be estimated to last 
two to five more years. 

“Is such an expenditure, for 
such a short interval, cost- 
effective?” asked Councilman 
Rodney Roberts. 

Yes, was the answer from 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, if there 
is the possibility of receiving 
a construction grant from the 
state of Maryland- Since such 
moneys are always tied to a 
commitment by the receiver to 
provide matching funds, hold¬ 
ing off major expenditures in 
order to be able to provide such 
a potential match in the future 
could be a very good investment, 
he explained. 

Earlier Weidenfeld had queried 
whether expenses previously paid 
by the city could be interpreted 
by the state as matching funds 
for a grant to be made later.

tee. Both endorsed the view that 
a proscenium theater design 
would better fulfill the needs 
of the community than the ear¬ 
lier black box concept. The com¬ 
mittee argued that a proscen¬ 
ium theater would accommodate 
a larger audience, in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 250 and would also 
provide more comfortable seat¬ 
ing and better viewing. Not only 
would elimination of the black 
box theater reduce initial costs 
for the center but it would re¬ 
duce estimated operating costs 
as well — about $58,000 in pro¬ 
jected gas and electrical costs. 

Marie Tousignant. president of 
the Greenbelt Arts Council, 
stressed, however, that the city’s 
commitment to a theater was 
extremely important, jt else no 
theater might be built at all. 
Such a commitment would be 
necessary to establish credibil¬ 
ity for a fund-raising campaign. 

Council member Toni Bram 
wondered if locating the the¬ 
ater in a separate space might 
not be a good solution to the 
perceived parking problem for 
the center. However. Barbara 
Simon disputed the claim that 
parking would be a problem. She 
emphasized that current philo¬ 
sophy decrees that all the arts 
should be in the same complex, 
if not the same building “for 
the viability of the arts ” The 
arts committee recommended 
that the theater be located in 
roughly the same place, at the 
northeast corner of the newer 
wing of the school, as had been 
planned for the black box. 

Phil Esocoff, the major design 
architect for the renovation, 
stressed that the best way to 
insure that a theater would be 
built would be to construct its 
outer shell at once. An amount 
for this purpose—$470,000—was 
already in the budget, he point¬ 
ed out- If the theater design 
were to be changed, however, 
he advocated the hiring of a 
theater consultant, at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $14,000. 

He said, however, that he did 
not feel the city needed a “two 
million dollar solution” for a

theater. He disputed that sepa¬ 
rate lobby space and restrooms 
would be necessary, as the arts 
committee was proposing. The 
sharing of spaces, such as cor¬ 
ridors and bathrooms, he said, 
is a way of “enlivening the com¬ 
munity.” 

Minimum Initial Expenditures 

According to McLaughlin, the 
bare minimum that would have 
to be expended to get the build¬ 
ing to “base conditions” would 
be $2.6 million- This would in¬ 
clude the elimination of haz¬ 
ardous materials and the instal¬ 
lation of a new heating and air 
conditioning system as well as 
new electrical wiring and plumb¬ 
ing. “The systems cost so much ” 
said Hobbs. “But we have go: 
to do them. It is not cost-effec¬ 
tive to do them in sections.” 

Currently available is $4,300,- 
000. assuming that a grant ap¬ 
plication of $40,000 to tne Mary¬ 
land Historic Trust is approved 
and that the county provides 
other resources, an estimated 
$100-200.000, probably in the 
form of block grants money. 
“But what funds are available 
for matching grants?” asked 
Weidenfeld. 

“The balance of the capital 
projects fund,” Hobbs answered. 

Changes in Plans 

McLaughlin noted that two 
necessary changes in the orig¬ 
inal planning would increase 
costs: the decision to transfer 
the proposed adult day care fa¬ 
cility to the basement space, 
which required redesign and a 
state requirement that the kitch¬ 
en facility for the senior citizens 
space on the first floor be a 
commercial-type kitchen. It had 
been conceived of as a residential 
style kitchen. 

These changes provided both 
good and bad news. The good 
news was that the adult day 
care center was now to occupy 
almost double the amount of 
square footage originally plan¬ 
ned, thus increasing the cit>’s 
revenue. The bad news was that 
funds would need to be set aside 
to hire a consultant familiar with 
state requirements for a com¬ 
mercial kitchen facility. 

Council plans to formalize de¬ 
cisions concerning how much of 
the renovation work for the 
community center they would 
authorize were scheduled for the 
next council meeting. June 14.

Almost all of the cars we drive today have electronic ignition 
systems. These systems are the most reliable ever engineered. 
Because these systems have a lower failure rate than older sys¬ 
tems, we tend to forget them. 

Because electronic components are solid state and are non- 
adjustable, they have an increased lifetime. The problems with 
these components are heat and oil contamination or component 
destruction due to breakage. 

Case in point: We recently had the opportunity to diagnose 
a-non-start type of failure. The first thing to consider is the elec¬ 
tronic ignition. After normal diagnostic testing and component 
testing the problem was located. After removing the distributor, 
replacing the installing components, and adjusting ignition timing 
the engine ran better than ever. 

Some problems are not so easy to diagnose and correct. Con¬ 
sider an undetermined problem: This will drive a good electronic 
diagnostician to the point of insanity.

modified so that it will run from 
the Prince Georges Plaza Metro 
station to the College Park 
Metro station to the Greenbelt 
Metro station, through Spring- 
hill Lake, east down Gr.nibelt 
Road, through Greenbelt East 
and to the New Carrollton Metro 
station. This new route wll mean 
Springhill Lake residents can 
easily ride the bus to destina¬ 
tions they had to transfer to 
to -get to in the past. 

* The R12 will not run on Sun¬ 
day, It will run every 60 minutes 
on Saturday and during non¬ 


rush hours on weekdays- and 
every 30 minutes during rush 

hour. 

Greenbelt East 

Greenbelt East residents will 
lose the R15 commuter route, 
but the newly modified R12 
route will travel almost the 

same route in this section of the 
city: Mandan Road to Ora Glen 
Drive to Hanover Parkway to 

Princess Garden Parkway to An¬ 
napolis Road to the New Carroll¬ 
ton Metro station. Two benefits 
come with this change: (1) 

Greenbelt East residents have 
the option of going to the Green¬ 
belt or New Carrollton Metro 
stations and (2) since the R15 
ran only during rush hour, the 


R12 will provide new service 
during the day and on Saturday. 

Greenbelt East residents will 
still have the same bus service 
by the T15 that they have had. 

Metro 

The biggest change in bus 
service is that Greenbelters will 
no longer have to ride a bus 
30 to 60 minutes to get to a 
Metro station. In minutes Green- 
belters can be at Metro and once 
there can quickly travel through¬ 
out the region- The long trek by 
bus to a Metro station will fi¬ 
nally be over! 

It is estimated that 1,100 peo¬ 
ple will get off the bus at the 
Greenbelt Metro station and 
board Metro trains each day, and 
that 3400 of the 13,000 who 
board the Metro stations on the 
new Green Line each day will 
arrive by bus. 

The change in bus routes so 
as to feed into the new Metro 
stations involves 31 Metro bus 
routes and is one of the biggest 
plans of its type done. 

Getting to and from some lo¬ 
cal points of interest by bus will 
be different if the proposed bus 
route changes take place. 

The bus trips to some destina¬ 
tions will be the same as or 
very similar to what they are 
now, such as the bus trip to: 
Goddard Space Flight Center, 
the New Carrollton Metro sta¬ 
tion, and Doctor’s Hospital. But 
some points of interest will be 
different or more difficult to 
reach. A review of some of these 
follows. 


Beltway Plaza 

No buses will go in to the 
shopping center to drop people 
off. Currently five buses stop 
next to F & M. Under the new 
proposals only the T15 and R12 
will go anywhere near Beltway 
Plaza. The T15 will travel along 
Greenbelt Road and the R12 
along Breezewood Drive. Peo¬ 
ple wishing to go to the plaza 
will have to walk across the 
parking lot to do so- This is 
similar to the current situation 
at Greenway Shopping Center. 

The C2 currently stops at 
Beltway Plaza but in the future 
the Greenbelt Metro station will 
be its final stop. 

Capital Office Park 
Although it is located in 
Greenbelt, city residents will 
have to take a bus to the Green¬ 
belt Metro station and then 
catch the 87 or the 89 buses to 
get to Capital Office Park and 
the new courthouse- 

University of Maryland 
Travelling to the University 
of Maryland by bus will change 
quite a bit under the proposed 
plans. There will be no direct 
bus service from Greenbelt to 
the campus. Only one bus instead 
of the current three will go 
through campus and late eve¬ 
ning service will be curtailed. 
For example, presently the last 
F6 leaves the campus at 9:51 
p.m. but this route will be elim¬ 
inated. The last C2, which will 
continue, leaves campus at 8:56 
p,m- To get to the University of 
Maryland from Greenbelt by bus, 
people will have to take the R12 


or T15 to the Greenbelt Metro 
station and then transfer to the 
C2. The G2 will run every 30 
minutes six days a week. 

Prince Georges Plaza 

The trip by bus to Prince 
Georges Plaza will be quite dif¬ 
ferent under the proposed bus 
route changes. People in the cen¬ 
tral part of the city will have to 
catch a bus at the Greenbelt 
Metro station to get to Prince 
Georges Plaza. 

The new R12 route will go to 
the Prince Georges Plaza Metro 
station. And the new R3 route 
will go from the Greenbelt 
Metro station to the Prince 
Georges Plaza Metro station. 

Another option is to catch the 
C2 bus at the Greenbelt Metro 
station and then transfer to the 
F8 bus route where the C2 leaves 
the University of Maryland cam- 
put on the west side at Adelphi 
Road. The C2 route is changed 
so that it continues down Uni¬ 
versity Boulevard at that point 
and so goes nowhere near Prince 
Georges Plaza. 

All the buses will go to the 
Prince Georges Plaza Metro sta¬ 
tion and not the plaza. So shop¬ 
pers will have to walk across 
East-West Highway and the 
parking lot to reach the plaza. 
However, there are optional pro¬ 
posals for each route to go into 
the shopping center. 

Laurel 

Greenbelters can finally get to 
Laurel by bus. The 87 and 89 
commuter routes will be changed 
to all day service and will come 
to the Greenbelt Metro gtation-
